DELTA  MUNICIPAL  JOENUE  BY-LAW. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
the  collection  of  a Municipal  Revenue  in  the 
Municipality  of  Delta  for  the  year  1885,  and  whereas 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “Loan  By-law,  1880,”  an 
equal  rate  of  two-thirds  (§)  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  on  all  the  real  estate  situated 
within  the  limits  of  the  Delta  Municipality; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  levy  a further  rate 
for  general  Municipal  purposes ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Delta  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-law  the 
general  Municipal  revenue  of  the  Corporation  of  Delta 
shall  be  levied,  raised  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation,  from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

2.  There  shall  he  raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the 
year  1885  upon  all  real  estate  mentioned  in  the  Assess- 
ment Roll,  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Munici- 
pality, an  equal  rate  of  one-third  (4)  of  one  per  cent, 
on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  as  appears  on  the  said 
Roll. 

3.  The  annual  tax  of  two-thirds  (§)  of  one  per  cent, 
authorized  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “Loan  By-law,  18S0,”  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  addition  to  all 
other  rates  imposed  by  this  By-law,  and  shall  form 
part  of  the  general  Municipal  revenue  aforesaid. 

4.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable"  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Collec- 
tor, at  his  office,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1885.

$25  for  every  six  months. 

J'  .AnT  aucfi°neer  (not  being  a Government  or 
Municipal  officer)  selling  by  auction  Government 
property,  or  sheriff,  or  sherfi’s  officer,  or  selling 
lands,  goods  or  chattels  taken  in  execution  or  for  the 
satisfaction  of  rent  or  taxes)  in  addition  to  any  other 
licence  shall  pay  a licence  of  $10  for  every  six  months. 

8.  Every  person  who  smokes  opium  shall  pay  a 
licence  of  $5  for  every  six  months.

DELTA  MUNICIPAL  ROAD  TAX  BY-LAW. 


WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  pass 
a By-law  for  regulating  and  enforcing  the  pay- 
ment of  a Road  Tax ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  said  Municipality  as  follows: — 

1.  Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
(18)  and  upwards  residing  within  the  limits  of  this 
Municipality  shall  pay  annually  a Road  Tax  of  two 
dollars  (82)  each ; such  Road  Tax  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  and  after  the  2nd  day  of  April  in  each 
year. 

2.  When  any  person  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  his 
Road  Tax,  imposed  as  aforesaid,  the  Collector  may 
levy  the  same  with  costs  by  distress  of  the'  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  person  who  ought  to  pay  the  same,  or 
of  any  goods  and  chattels  in  his  possession,  wherever 
the  same  may  be  found  within  the  Province.
